DELPHINIUMS 


After growing these Pacific Hybrids you will do as we have 
done -- continue growing more and more of them. They bloom 
twice each year. Our patch is in bloom from June until Novem- 
ber. The first ones bloom the middle of June and continue thru 
July. Many of the early ones bloom the second time in August, 
about the time the late ones are through blooming the first 
time.

We have cut our crop of Glads 50 per cent, as Delphiniums are 
easier to grow. Many spikes reach a height of 5 to 6 feet, with. 
florets 2 to 3 inches across. 

Well established potted plants give some bloom the first year, 
and are much more reliable than transplanted plants. However, 
occasionally they do not come true to color.
